STATE BOILER 
LAW AMENDED 


Harrisburg, Aug. 21 
(AP)—The 
state turned its attention today to 
keeping Pennsylvania’s school chil­ 
dren warm next winter and fouhd 
one phase of the problem not so 
“hot.” 
The Department of Labor and In­ 
dustry announced that school of­ 
ficials are complaining about solici­ 
tors using “high pressure” methods 
to sell them boiler insurance. 
The 
solicitors argue, the school men say, 
that an amendment makes such in­ 
surance mandatory. 
Secretary Ralph M. Bashore said: 
"Any 
boiler insurance solicitor, 
who, in an effort to sell insurance, 
states or even informs that the state 
boiler law was amended during the 
recent session of the Legislature so 
as to require the mandatory insur­ 
ing of boilers, is telling a deliberate 
falsehood.” 
Bashore explained that the insur­ 
ance is "entirely optional.” 
The 1937 Legislature amended the 
1929 boller law to extend the powers 
of the state In regulating and in­ 
specting boilers.

The agreement that ended the 
controversy, which affected 18,000 
workers, was reached Friday night, 
shortly before the end of a two-day 
conference of union officials and op­ 
erators called by the state. 
H ie mills, closed since the textile 
workers organizing committee called 
a strike peveral weeks ago., will 
probably resume operations Monday 
Sidney Hillman, president of the un­ 
ion, said. 
The 
peace pact provides that 
workers shall return to their jobs 
without discrimination; the elec­ 
tions shall be held to determine col­ 
lective bargaining agency in any 
plant upon the written request of 
IO per cent of the workers, and pro­ 
vides for an arbitration board to 
settle grievances which are not ad­ 
justed in 30 days by the operator 
and the collective bargaining agency 
The agreement defined grievances 
as any m atter in dispute with rec 
ord to wages, hours and working 
conditions, but does not include 
closed shop. 
Hillman said the agreement, "will 
stabilize the industry,” and thanked 
the Rev. Francis J. Haas, federal 
textile mediator, for his efforts in 
negotiating the pact. He added: 
"Of course the agreement will go 
into effect when the workers rati­ 
fy it. I shall contact my men Sun 
day afternoon so they can inform 
the workers as soon as possible.”

Backgrounds of Adams County 


By B. F. MACPHERSON 


No. 4—The Conewago Settlement 
I 
N writing of the first .settlers and 
settlement* we must, to do the 
subject 
justice, mention 
Andrew 
Schreiber (Shriver) and the Coiie- 
wago settlement. 
This colony was 
located between Ha raver and Lit­ 
tlestown in the limestone 
region. 
Many historians have attempted to 
prove that Andrew Schriver was the 
first actual settler in the county. 
Just how true thus is we do not 
know, for history also records the 
fact that 
Captain 
John Hanson 
EPteelman conducted a fur trading 
poet in wtiat Is now Adams Comity 
as early as 1718. 
Perhaps he was 
considered an actual settler, due to 
the fact that he was a trader. Opin­ 
ions will differ, so judge for your­ 
self—individually. 
We do know, however, that An­ 
drew Shriver was the first of the 
pioneer Germans to settle in this 
region. 
The Shriver (Schrieber) 
family were natives of Alstein, born 
In the 
Electorate Palentine, 
Ger­ 
many. 
In 1721 
Andrew Shriver 
(1st) and his wife, Anna Marga­ 
ret!^ and their children emigrated 
to America, landing in Philadelphia. 
In compony with many of their 
countrymen 
they first 
settled at 
Gashehoppen, near the Trappe, on 
the Schuylkill. 
Andrew 
Shriver 
(1st) died 
at 
Gashehoppen about 1730, and after 
his death, to quote the family rec­ 
ord, one of his sons, Andrew (2nd) 
then learned the trades of tanner 
and shoe-maker, and, having com­ 
pleted hts 
apprenticement in 
the 
year 1732, continued to work at hts 
trade for one year, in which time 
he earned eighteen pounds. 
The 
following spring (1733), being then 
twenty-one years of age, lie mar­ 
ried Anna Maria Keiser. Like most 
young men he had the desire to 
penetrate to new frontiers, so in the 
spring of 1734 he moved with his 
wife to Conewago, then in Lancas­ 
ter, now in Adams county. 
David 
Jung 
(Young) 
Shriver^ 
step-brother, came with him to Con- 
ewago. and together they cleared 
three acres 
of land, 
which they 
planted in corn: then Young re­ 
turned home. 
To give a brief pic­ 
ture of 
frontier life—while 
they 
were clearing the land( about three 
weeks), they lived under Youngs 
wagon cover, after which Andrew 
Shriver peeled ebn bark, and made 
a temporary 
hut to keep off the 
weather, 
and by fall prepared 
a 
rude cabin. 
During the first year 
of residence the family had no place 
to obtain supplies save at Stream ­ 
er's mill near the town of Lancas­ 
ter, a long journey at tliat time.

N THE beginning Andrew Shriver 
bought of John Dlgges one hun­ 
dred acres of land, and the agreed 
price for the land was "one hun­ 
dred pairs of negro shoes.” 
This 


j debt. was paid according to contract, 
i and afterw ards Shriver bought more 
! land of Dlgges and paid the money 
hereafter, 
Tills homestead of An­ 
drew fh rlv e r’8 was located about 
three miles east of the present L it­ 
tlestown, and five miles north-w est 
of Hanover, near Christ Reformed 
Church. 
Unfortunately we do not know 
when those who followed after An­ 
drew Shriver am vtxi a t Conewago. 
The 
first 
to come 
were 
David 
Young, Sliriver’s step-brother, and 
a brother, Ludwig Shriver. 
L ater 
other settlers came and in an early 
list of these people we find the fol­ 
lowing nam es:—M artin Kidmiller, 
Adam Farney, Peter Weltie, Peter 
Reischert, Andrew 
Forem an.

All the early rec­ 
ords of Iliis church are in G er­ 
m an, and, fortunately for the his­ 
torian, have been preserved intact. 
A visit to this old church and cem e­ 


tery win amply repay an (.nose in­ 
terested in county history and grn- 
cology. If you are of early German 
descent, you m ight meet some of 
your ancestors in C hrist Church 
Cemetery.
